Two Helpless as Jilted 
Youth Makes Final, Fan- 
tastic Gesture; No In- 
quest Will Be Held. 


Told in sharp terms by his 17-year. 
old sweetheart to leave her home and 
not return, James (€. Palmer, 138, 
walked out of the diving room ot 
Eunice Foster's home on Roswell road | 
early Monday night, disappointed and / 
hitter. On the sofa behind him were | 
trinkets he had given her: a vase or 
two, articles of clothing. 

A moment later young Palmer 
entered the room. He carried a .12-' 
gauge shotgun, single-barrel, and his 
thought was not of the trinkets. Reso- 
lutely, with Eunice Foster watching 
him but enable to raise her voice, he | 
deliberately pressed the muzzle against | 
his heart, leaned over, pulled the 
trigger. He died instantly. 

Such was the picture of the suicide | 
rieced together by Fulton county po- 
Riethon who were called to the Fos- | 
ter home shogtly after 7:30 o'clock. 
The body of the youth was taken to 
Buckhead and later removed to Wil- 
liams’ Funeral Home. Eunice, hyster- 
ical, gave few details. | 

Young Palmer, the police learned, 
had been going with the girl for sev- | 
eral months. He was the son of Mr. | 
and Mrs. L. T. Palmer, who reside 
on Roswell road about four miles be- | 
yond Buckhead. The Foster home ‘:s 
about two miles <«istant. His father 
is employed by the county, 

The policemen said Eunice toid 
them that when Palmer called on her 
at about 7 o'clock she told him she 
did not want to see him again. She! 
had gathered together his presents 
and as an earnest of her determination 
offered them to him. They quar- 
relled. He stalked out, saying he 
would “go out of her life forever.” 

A brother of the Foster girl 
tered the room in time to witness the 
fantastic, final gesture. He eould not 
prevent it. Six Fulton county police 
men investigated hut at a late hour 
none could give thea name of the girl's 
hrother, or of her parents: or conld 
say whether young Palmer walked to 
the residence or drove in a car. 

Coroner Donehoo was informed 
the snicide. He said that in view 
the fact that there were witnesses. 
inquest would not he necessary. The

Wines, No ‘Hard Liquor’ 
‘On White House Menus 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—(/)— 
A statement that no distilled liquor 
will at any time be served in the 
White House, but that “there will 
be no fixed rules as to the serving 
of wine,” was issued today by Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

When wines are’ served. Mrs. 
Roosevelt said, they will be simple 
wines, “preference being given to 
‘emerican wines. 

Mrs. Roosevelt's 
ment follows: 

“By February 15 it will become 
legal in the District of, Columbia to 
serve wine. No distilled liquor will 
at any time be served in the White 
House. There will be no fixed rule 
as to the serving of wine. but when 
served there will be, of course, 
simple wines, preference being given 
to American wines.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Judging by letters received by members 
of congress from different parts of the country, many people have an 
entirely erroneous impression concerning the size of the evasions of 

ssasteotecrreennectecee income tax payments. Letter after letter clamors 
for collection of taxes from the rich and argues 
that the diminished tax receipts are due to the fail- 
ure of those of large income to pay taxes to the 
government. 

These complaints can mean only two things: 
Either the bureau of internal revenue is not effec- 
tive in collecting taxes or else the laws permit de- 
ductions which favor the rich and not the people of 
incomes. 

The first and most important fact which is not 
generally understood is that the treasury cannot al- 
low one group of people a deduction and forbid it 
to others. Thus when charitable contributions are 
deductible, they become allowances for everybody. 

SS If people holding tax-exempt securities receive in-

The government has been fairly successful in collecting taxes. Ths 
total amounts of fraudulent or disputed returns are relatively small. For 
one thing it is not believed there is any fraud in the reporting of gross 
income. Nobody except a few bootleggers would take the chance of 
falsifying gross income because it is too easily checked. Every cor- 
poration that makes a-payment to an individual must account for it to 
the government. whether that individual is in its own or somebody 
else’s employ. 

The chances for evasion or rather avoidance come largely on the 
subject of what are or what are not lawful deductions. 

If $25,000 is the dividing mark between riches and moderate in- 
comes in America—indeed, it may be assumed that people in the big 
investment banking firms who testified before the senate are in the 
income groups far above $25,000—the latest figures from the bureau 
of internal revenue show that people of $25,000 net income or less 
took deductions of nearly $3,000,000,000, while those above the $25.- 
000 mark had about $660,000,000 in deductions. 

The contributions to charity of the group above $25,000 were about 
$100,000,000 and the balance of the deductions are made up variously 
of such items as interest, losses from sales of capital assets, wages and 
other supposedly lawful expenses. 

Examination of this $660,000,000 item shows various groups of 
items which are easily checked, such as interest payments and taxes 
to states and cities. Assuming that the bureau of internal revenue is 
fairly efficient and misses out on one-third of these deductions—which 
would be, of course, a sensational range of error—the total amount in- 
volved would be only about $250,000,000. 

This is a large sum but it is not large enough to make up the fed- 
eral deficit this year or,next. The deficits run to $7,000,000,000 this 
year and $2,000,000-600 next year, so the cry that the rich aren’t pay- 
ing taxes because they hire clever lawyers to help them evade the levies 
may be true and yet the amount of taxes involved is relatively small. 
But if the people believe that all the rich are evading taxes, it doesn’t 
make the task of congress any easier. 

It may be pertinent to inquire how such erroneous impressions are 
spread. Nine of ten letters received by this correspondent, for ex- 
ample, indicate that the testimony before the senate banking and cur- 
rency committee produced headlines and articles that left the impres- 
sion of tax evasion rather than lawful deductions. 

The consequences of these prejudices is that congress is at a loss 
to find ways to gather in more taxes from the rich—for the net income 
of all the persons in the higher brackets has been materially reduced— 
and there is a political fean of taxing the persons of small incomes who 
earn in the aggregate much more money than the people in the higher

Former Cabin et Member 
Says Action of Administra- 
tion Is Unconstitutional. 


TOPEKA, Kas., Jan. 29.—(?)— 
Picturing the perils of a_ dictator- 
ship and asserting the democratic ad- 
ministration has attempted to extend 
the powers of the federal government 
beyond its constitutional limits, Og- 
den L.. Mills, former secretary of the 
treasury, tonight urged his fellow re- 
publicans to be on guard against un- 
wise public policies. 

“I am opposed to _ revolutionary 
change’ without popular mandate and 
to government by men without any 
practical limitations of law,” said 
Mills, who served in the cabinet of 
President Hoover. 

Mills addressed members of his 
political faith at their annual Kan- 
sas day celebration here, marking the 
seventy-third anniversary of state- 
hood. 

Asserting the Roosevelt administra- 
tion has indicated the ultimate objec- 
tive of the recovery program is a 
“nlanned and managed national life,” 
the former secretary of the treasury 
told his hearers, “It is the duty of 
the minority to insist that important 
measures shall not be adopted until 
they have been subjected to the tests 
of critical analysis and open discus- 
sion unhampered by intimidation of 
any kind.” 

“Not only have we witnessed what I 
believe is an unconstitutional attempt 
to extend the powers of the federal 
government beyond the limits contem- 
plated by the basic law,” Mills said, 
“but the exercise of the enormously 
expanded authority has been vested in 
the hands of a single individual, so 
that the citizen is deprived not only of 
the protection of the fundamental 
law but igs subjected to arbitrary exec- 
utive action freed from the restrictions 
of legislative control.” | 

The asserted tendency toward a 
planned and managed national life, 
Mills said, is incompatible with the 
principles of individual liberty upon 
which the nation, was founded, 

“These actions,” he said, “definite- 
ly violate the letter and spirit of the 
constitution. They abolish the sov- 
ereignties of the states. They make 
of a government of limited powers one 
of unlimited authority over the lives 
of us all. They destroy America’s 
greatest contribution to the cause of 
human freedom—the guarantee of in- 
dividual rights against the. arbitrary 
power of the government. 

“The emergency measures are ac- 
‘complished facts. Whether we ap- 
| prove or not, there is little that ean 
‘be done. But if the effort is made, 
as it will be, to make a regimented 
economy a permanent feature of our 
national life, our party should resist 
to the utmost.” 

Mills said he was not opposed to 
the national recovery act and “all its 
works,” but that he opposed “its ex- 
tension far beyond what I believe its 
original conception was, or, at least, 
ought to have been.”
